Senate Leaders Agree to Limit 
Payment of Property Damages 

An agreement was reached in the Sen 
ute this week with regard to claims of of 
ficers and enlisted men of the Armed 
Services for damages to personal property 
resulting from fires, floods, tornadoes or 
other disasters occurring on Government 
reservations, 

Members of the Senate Committee on 
Claims had objected to consideration of 
a bill to reimburse certain Navy enlisted 
men for the value of personal effects de 
strovyed in a fire at a naval station, de 
elaring that the Committee believed such 
damages should be allowed only where 
there was negligence on the part of the 
Government and that the United States 
should not act as an insurer and compen 
sate personnel for losses resulting from 
“Acts of God”’——disasters in which no 
negligence is shown, 

Senator Walsh, chairman of the Senate 
Naval Committee, when the measure was 
again brought up in the upper house this 
week, called attention to the facts of the 
particular case involved in which a board 
of investigation found that the fire was 
caused by a defective chimney, and de 
¢lared that therefore the losses incurred 
were due to the negligence of the Govern 


ment. 
“The Senator from Washington (Mr. 
Schwellenbach). a member of the Com 


mittee on Claims,” Senator Walsh said, 
“very properly objected to the considera- 
tion of the bill in order to determine that 
the policy of the Committee on Naval 
Affairs, in passing upon a bill of this 
kind, is not in conflict with the policy of 
the Claims Committee, which passes on 
similar bills relating to other departments 
of the Government. I understand the 
position of the Committee on Claims is 
that where losses occur to Government 
employees, as well as members of the 
Army and Navy, due to so-called “Acts of 
God,” there should be no relief by the

“We will go into the matter to see 


whether the promotion system can be im 
proved, whether the existing faults can 
he corrected,” Senator Walsh stated. 
“And when we go into the problem, we 
will call upon the Navy Department for 
the General Board's report.” 

In the other branch of Congress, mem 
bers of the Naval Affairs Committee are 
still fruitiessly trying to secure a copy of 
the report from the Navy Department 
Representative Byron N. Seott, DT) of 
Calif., chairman of the subcommittee on 
personnel, asked the Department to send 
him a copy of the document, and was re 
fused on the ground that the report was 
u confidential one for the Secretary of 
the Navy. The action made it inereas- 
ingly plain that the report will be brought 
into the open upon a formal demand by a 
committee of Congress, and members of 
the House Naval Affairs Committee who 
believe the committee should give con 
sideration to the Navy's promotion Hs, 
ure hoping to bring Chairman Carl Vin 
son over to their turn of mind, 

The House naval appropriations sub 
committee was permitted to read the 
much discussed document and may pos 
sibly take some action In regard thereto 
or as to the personnel situation when it 
reports the annual Navy supply bill to 
the House, Hopes for some remedial 
legislation at this session of Congress 
mainly rest with the Senate Naval Affairs 
Committee, as the result of its chairman’s 
announcement 

Senator Walsh's statement follows : 

“It is essential for the efficiency of the 
Navy as a whole that advancement from 
grade to grade should be made at such in 
tervals as will permit 

“(a) Thorough comprehension and dis 
charge of the duties of the grade from 
which advanced 

“(b) Proper preparation, in the acquisi 
tion of experience, for the duties of the 
grade to which advanced 

“(c¢) Physical vigor and endurance ade 
quate for the duties of any grade through 
out the time therein

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Editors Laud U.S. Navy for Mass Flight of Sea Planes to Hawaii 


Such progress has been made by aviation that the flight of 12 Navy sea planes 
from San Diego, Calif., to Honolulu, a distance of 2,553 miles, is described as simply 
“routine” by Naval authorities. Editors discussing the flight, say that accomplishments 
of aviation today have become so matter-of-fact that we forget such achievements until 
another record is broken or a similar flight made. Some feel that with aviation 
progress at such rapid speed Europe and its troubles——a little over 3,000 miles away 

is entirely too near for comfort. 


“The United States Navy has just staged a successful mass airplane flight from 
San Diego to Honolulu,” reports the Providence, R. 1. Journal, “It covered 2,553 
miles and is characterized as the longest non-stop over-water mass flight in history. 
Twelve planes of up-to-date construction participated in the journey. They left the 
southern California city at an early hour on Thursday morning and arrived at Pearl 
Harbor, the Hawaiian air base, in 21 hours, 48 minutes, elapsed time. This sub 
stantially betters the time of the mass flight of three years ago from San Francisco 
Bay to Honolulu, a distance of 2,400 miles. The flight was then made by six planes 
and the elapsed time was 24 hours, 45 minutes, for the shorter mileage. 

“Emphasis is laid on the fact that this latest demonstration of aviation efficiency 
wus not a stunt but a normal transfer of new patrol planes to the Hawaiian outpost. 
Ilowever, it gives us impressive proof of the contemporary development of the air 
branch of the navy service. The present-day ships are faster and larger than their 
predecessors of the flight of three years ago. They emphasize the constant im 
provement of our aerial facilities, both commercial and military. We are already 
well along in the much-prophesied Air Age. 

“When a powerful squadron of twelve ships, carrying eighty men, can thus 
complete a joint trip over 2,553 miles of the Pacific without disaster or difficulty, 
and, in fact as a matter of naval routine, it gives us a larger conception of the 
possibilities of air travel.” 


“The record, it will be observed, requires considerable qualification,” states the 
Chicago Tribune, “There have been longer transoceanic flights by single planes, 
longer mass flights over land or with intermediate stops, ete. But the record, as 
such, is not significant, for the navy did not stage the flight to set a record. 

“It was, we are told, a ‘routine transfer’ of equipment. The planes were in the 
continental United States. Their assignment to duty was in Hawaii. Therefore they 





flew to Hawaii. 


“The real significance of the flight is the demonstration of another advance in 
the design and manufacture of reliable airplanes and further demonstration of the 
enpability of naval pilots, who made the trip under adverse weather conditions.”

The Chicago News describes the planes as being “equipped with fourteen. 
cylinder twin-row Wasp engines, the same as that which Howard Hughes recently 
cut two hours off the transcontinental record. The navy has proved that Hughes’ 
accomplishment was more than mere luck. 

“The navy’s flight no doubt will be hailed in some quarters as illustrating the 
dire things that may be expected in the next war. But it may be pointed out that 
a single bomb, of sufficient size to do material damage, would displace a large 
amount of needed gasoline. The military lesson in this ‘routine transfer of equip 
ment,’ as the navy calls it, is defensive. The flight of the patrol boats has illustrated 
the ever-widening sphere of reconnaissance. In the future the eyes of the fleet 
may be expected to dispel much of the fog of war.” 


“It is quite significant that the distance traveled by this latest air flotilla is 
about the same as that between the United States and Europe,” thinks the Troy 
N. Y., Record. “Then follows the practical inference that if a fleet of naval planes 
ean make such non-stop distances there is no reason why regular flights over the 
Atlantic cannot be maintained. In fact the Clippers are now maintaining their 
schedules over a Pacific non-stop jump of 2,400 miles. The flying achievements of 
the United States Navy are notable promoters of the art of aviation.” 


Along the same lines the Newark, N. J., News points out the fact that: 

“If our bombing planes can travel 2,500 miles in mass formation without need 
of refueling, so, and to a still greater distance before long, will it be possible for 
planes of other nations. 

“In such an event Europe separated from this country by the roughly 3,000 
mile expanse of the Atlantic is strategically nearer than we relish. True, it may 
be years before a 7,000 or 8,000 mile round trip is possible. From now on, though, 
heroic fatalism for country’s sake, of the sort that impelled Hobson and his men 
to risk and almost lose their lives in sinking the Merrimac across the fairway 
in Santiago Harbor almost forty years ago, may play an important part in the 
operations of this new instrument of war. Such is the temper of the Oriental 
mind—and who dare say it will not be of the Occidental mind as well?—that 
hordes of Japanese, for example, would willingly dedicate themselves to certain death 
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in their country’s air service, 


“All the more reason, then, for keeping the peace, Daily the potential frightfulness

Transportation in the Army 


A most interesting description of the 
set-up and activities of the Transporta 
tion Division of the office of the Quarter- 
master General of the Army was given by 
Brig. Gen. R. H. Jordan, QMC, USA, As 
sistant Quartermaster General, in a lee- 
ture Jan, 25 at the Philadelphia Quarter- 
master School. 

General Jordan first gave a detailed 
deseription of the functions of the various 
branches of the transportation division. 
He then told the students the procedure 
followed in connection with the annual 
procurement of funds through appropria 
tions. 

Funds for Army transportation total 
about thirteen million dollars, he said, 
which is divided roughly as follows : 

Water Transportation ....$6,000,000 

Motor Transportation 3,333,000 

Commercial Traffie ....... 3.333,000 


Water Transport 

“The present activities of the Water 
Transport) Branch,” General Jordan 
said, “are the operation of the Army 
Transport system, the maintenance of a 
lurge fleet of river and harbor vessels, and 
un considerable fleet of Coast Artillery ves 
sels. 

“The Army Transport Service, as you 
know, operates primarily to supply our 
foreign garrisons, and also carries con 
siderable personnel and cargo between the 
Kast and West Coasts of the United 
States. The latter, of course is purely for 
economy in transportation costs as com- 
pared with commercial costs. We have 
not complete figures for the present fiscal 
year but during the fiscal year 1936 the 
Army Transport Service carried 48,818 
passengers and 218,876 cubic tons of cargo 
uta total saving over commercial cost of 
$1,.874,069.79. 

“A few of the more important items of 
present year construction and mainte 
hance are: 

“The largest passenger transport-——Re 
public--is now being overhauled in New 
York at a total cost of something over 
half a million dollars. The freight trans- 
port Ludington has recently been over- 
hauled and fitted with new boilers at a 
total cost of approximately $224,079. We 
are spending $600,000 for life saving 
equipment under the requirements of 
recent legislation enacted as a result of 
major marine disasters. We are now 
building at the Pusey & Jones Ship Yard, 








Wilmington, Del, a new Army mine 
Planter at a total cost of approximately 
three quarters of a million dollars. 

“One of our most difficult problems in 
Water Transportation is the securing of 
competent technical assistants. Some 
years ago we established the policy of 
sending to our larger Navy Yards—Brook- 
lyn, League Island, Norfolk, and Mare Is 
land—-oflicers to be trained in the main 
tenance of floating equipment. This has 
heen very successful but we have not a 
sufficient number of officers educated 
along these lines. 

“We also have at each of our ports, as 
well as in the larger Corps Areas, what 
we call Superintending Marine Engineers, 
to assist in handling our maintenance 
problems. It is proving quite difficult at 
the present time to get competent men to 
fill these positions. 

“The carrying of private automobiles 
to our foreign possessions is always a 
difficult problem due to the fact that the 
officers always want their private auto 
mobiles to accompany them on the trans- 
port on which they sail. Frequently 
there is not suflicient space to accommo 
date their automobiles, their household 
goods, and the necessary Government 
supplies.” 

Commercial Trafhic 


“The Commercial  Traflie Branch, 


Which, until recently, has been called the | 


Rail Transport Branch, as the name now 
implies handles all commercial tratlic 
rail, commercial ship, motor van, and, no 
doubt, in a few years, will be handling 
shipments by commercial air ships. 

“The Commercial Traflie Branch ts 
highly specialized due to the passenger 
rate agreements made each year with the 
railroads and to land grant deductions. 
Also, negotiations with the railway 
representatives for rates on unusually 
large shipments of cargo. 

“Our office in Washington undertakes 





to furnish rates to the field which our 
QQuartermasters are not able to get from 
the local railroad agencies. Here again 
we have too few oflicers who have special 
ized in rail transportation and un. | 
fortunately we have no- satisfactory | 
means of training our officers for this | 
work. We still have on the active list a | 
few officers who came in to the Regular | 
Army after the World War, and who had | 
railroad experience before the World 
War. These officers will have passed off 
the active list within a few years. There 
is, therefore, a large and interesting field | 





for officers interested in rail transporta- 
tion.” 
Motor Transport 

“The activities of the Motor Transport 
Branch are developing very rapidly and 
for obvious reasons must show a very 
considerable expansion during the next 
few years. This Branch, with the assist 
ance of the Motor ‘Transport Depot at 
Holabird, undertakes to write into 
specifications for motor vehicles the re- 
quirements set forth by the using Arms 
and Services, and in order to do this 
they spend as much time and money in 
research and development as the very 
limited appropriations will permit. Un 
fortunately, the Army as a whole, and 
even the Quartermaster Corps, are far 
from agreement as to what form the de- 
velopment of our motor vehicles for 
training and for war should take. Most 
of our motor experts advocate a high de 
gree of standardization with a large in 
terchangeability of component units in 
order to produce vehicles which will meet 
our field requirement. And, on the other 
hand, you have perhaps read in a recent 
issue of the Naturday Evening Post Gen 
eral Hagood’s idea that the necessary 
vehicles can be picked up on the street at 
the outbreak of war. These two widely 
divergent opinions are each held by a 
considerable number of officers with 
valuable World War experience — in 
France. Between these two extremes are 
a great many most excellent ideas formu- 
lated by competent officers after a con 
scientious study of the subject. The 
practical development of this problem is 
one which we are all watching with the 
greatest interest, but I have not been 
able to get any one of our motor experts 
to predict with any degree of confidence 
what the final solution will be. 

“Of equal, if not of greater importance 
than the development of the ideal motor 
vehicle for Army use, is the maintenance 
of motor vehicles. Our advocates of unit 
replacement have worked out a most in 
teresting system of maintenance through 
the five echelons system. This system 
proposes to keep the vehicles in running 
condition, very largely through careful 
inspection and minor corrections by the 
operating personnel, (i. e., preventive 
maintenance) resorting to the facilities of 
the higher echelons only in case of acci- 
dent or after an unusual amount of wear 
und tear. Opposed to this idea on the 
other extreme, are officers who advocate 
running the vehicle as long as it will run, 





and then throwing it into the ditch and 
wasting no further time trying to repair 
it. This is also a problem which we hope 
will be worked out by you and your con 


temporaries before the next major 
emergency. In the meantime, I recom 


mend most strongly to all of you who 
may become post quartermasters, or who 
may have assignments invoiving respon 
sibility for motor vehicles to give your 
most careful attention to this problem and 
to watch the maintenance of your motor 
vehicles.” 





President Endorses Army Day 

In extending his endorsement of Army 
Day, the tenth annual celebration of 
which will be held on April 6th next, 
President Roosevelt calls attention to the 
things that the “Army Does Besides 
Fight.” In his letter to Rear Adm. R.R 
Belknap, Commander in Chief of the Mili 
tary Order of the World War, which or 
ganization founded and has since spon 
sored Army Day, the President pays high 
tribute to the Army’s relief activities in 
alleviating suffering and distress during 
the recent flood disaster. 

Since Army Day was founded in 1928, 
the Military Order of the World War has 
endeavored to call attention to the neces 
sity of maintaining an efficient and well 
trained army ready for any emergency, 
whether in time of peace or war 

The President's letter reads as follows: 

February 6, 1987 
“THE WHITH LOUSE, 
WASHINGTON 
“Dear Admiral Belknap: 

“The observance of Army Day on April 
sixth, next, will serve to recall not only the 
stirring days of twenty years ago when we 
entered the World War, but also the patriotic 
service rendered by the Army in pence 

“We have seen large sections of our country 
inundated by the disastrous flood waters of 
the Ohio, the Mississippi and some of their 
tributaries. Thousands of lives were endan 
gered and hundreds of thousands of our pee 
ple were forced to flee from their homes. In 
this emergency the country was fortunate lM 
having trained soldiers to render inmediate 
aid to stricken communities. Cooperating with 
the American Red Cross and with private 
and public relief agencies, the Army per 
formed in its usual prompt and efficient man 
ner. Lives were saved, the homeless were 
sheltered and the needy were clothed and 
nourished,

Flood Work in 6th Corps Area

Commanding General, 6th Corps Area 

HE task of the Sixth Corps Area has 

been easier than that of the other 
Corps Areas affected by the flood, and 
consequently we have been able to lend a 
very considerable amount of assistance to 
some of them. The battle ground in this 
Corps Area has been held by the Sixth 
Infantry commanded by Col. Joseph A. 
Atkins, with the assistance of a truck 
battalion under Maj. W. ©. Dunkel from 
Ft. Sheridan. The task of the rest of the 
Oorps Area has been largely that of 
furnishing supplies, transportation and 
one company of Infantry to Colonel At- 
kins and to the adjacent Corps Areas. We 
have been able to mobilize from the Regu- 
lar Army and the CCC two hundred 
cooking teams, each team consisting of 
one mess steward and two cooks; and 
seven truck battalions, each of three 
companies with fifty trucks and one 
hundred drivers per company. The Corps 
Area has shipped to the river front, in 
this and adjacent Corps Areas, sixty car- 
loads of tentage and supplies. 

This Corps Area, of course, had its 
flood plans; and when the situation on 
the upper reaches of the Ohio began to 
appear ominous, these plans were dusted 
off and the commander of Jefferson Bar- 
racks alerted. When the War Depart- 
ment instructions were received, the 
Corps machinery was in a position to 
start at once. Colonel Atkins immediately 
assumed active command, and put into 
the field four Regular Army companies 
and ten CCC companies. One provisional 
truck battalion of Ft. Sheridan moved 
at once to Marion, Illinois. The railroads 
having in a highly public spirited man- 
her waived demurrage, available sup- 
plies were placed in cars, making the re- 
serves highly mobile. 

Colonel Atkins established advance 
headquarters at Marion on the edge of 
the flood waters, but out of their reach. 
His commander at this advance com- 
mand post was Lt. Col. Edward H. Ber- 
tram, 6th Infantry. The immediate task 
of Colonel Atkins and his troops was to 
Set up tent camps as places of temporary 
refuge which were to be turned over to 
the Red Cross later. Fortunately, the 
great majority of refugees were placed 
in public buildings and private homes, 
and were not obliged to undergo the 
vicissitudes of winter under canvas. 

The organization and movement of five 
truck battalions, consisting of three com- 
panies of fifty trucks each, equipped for 
self-maintenance, each with a passenger 
capacity of 1,000 persons, was a distinct 
accomplishment in rapid action. Within 
seventy-four hours from the time orders 
Were issued from Corps Headquarters, 
the battalions had been assembled, 
organized and marched distances vary- 
Ing from 300 to 498 miles. 

At the height of the flood, it became 
hecessary to send one company of the 
Second Infantry, commanded by Capt. W. 
H. Collette, from Ft. Sheridan, Illinois, 
to Paducah, Kentucky. This company 
completed the various stages of this 
journey by rail, motor, row boat, march- 
ing and river steamer. 

At Corps Area Headquarters, Maj. 
George P. Hays, GSC, Assistant Chief of 
Staff G-4, was placed in actual charge of 





flood relief operations, his assistants 
being Captains J. 8. Winn, jr., and C. G. 
Kershaw. The Corps Area Commander’s 
office was requisitioned as a headquarters, 
it being the only place in the building 
suitable for the suddenly enlarged duties 
of G-4. The maximum strength of Major 
Hays’ organization was seven, which 
number began to be reduced as soon as 
the crest passed Cairo. 

In addition to the Army, there have 
been other organizations working inde- 
pendently in the flood area, and coordina- 
tion has depended upon mutual agree- 
ment. Happily, cooperation has been 
easily obtained. Among these organiza- 
tions have been the State of Illinois, 
with its National Guard; the Public 
Health Service; the Naval Reserve: the 
Coast Guard; Highway Department; 
American Red Cross and the American 
Legion. 


8th CA Flood Plans 


BY MAJ. GEN. H. J. BREES, USA 
Commanding General, 8th Corps Area 
HE Eighth Corps Area has been as- 
signed that part of the Seventh Corps 
Area in Arkansas, south of the Arkansas 
River for evacuation planning. 

A strip adjoining the Mississippi River 
and extending north from the Louisiana- 
Arkansas boundary about 120 miles 
thence northwest along the Arkansas 
River for approximately 75 miles, is the 
danger zone in the Eighth Corps Area 
district. 

This district, with Col. Henry W. Fleet, 
th Infantry. commanding, is organized 
into two sectors with Headquarters at 
Monticello. Northern Sector Headquar- 
ters is established at Monticello, Mal. C. 
M. Ulsaker, 9th Infantry, commanding, 
and Southern Sector Headquarters at 
Hamburg, Maj. ©. C. Anderson, 9th In 
fantry, in command. Plans are complete 
to meet any eventuality but will be put 
into operation only to such extent as is 
necessary to supplement the activities of 
the National Guard and Red Cross. 

To he prepared for any emergency, a 
Headquarters detachment, six evacuation 
teams of two line officers, a medical offi- 
cer and 37 enlisted men each and a Signal 
Corps detachment of one officer and 65 en- 
listed men: a total of 34 officers and 3028 
enlisted men from the 2nd Division at 
Ft. Sam Houston, Texas, have been sent 
into Southeastern Arkansas. 

Four teams and a portion of the signal 
group are based at Monticello, and two 
teams and the remainder of the signal 
personnel at Hamburg. Equipment for 
the shelter and feeding of 10,000 refugees 
have heen sent to the district to meet 
possible needs until the Red Cross is pre- 
pared to take over. 

Plans provide for the establishment of 
refugee concentration camps at Monti- 
cello and at Hamburg and if the occasion 
demands, at Crossett, Ark. 








Limit Private Bill Consideration 
Presidential disapproval of practically 
every private bill passed by Congress dur- 
ing the past four years has resulted in 
action in the House to tighten up on the 
flood of such measures through the legis 
lative mill. : 
Each session, hundreds of bills are in 
troduced to reverse the action of the War 
or Navy Departments and bring about 
the restoration of rights to some former 
officer or enlisted man of the service. 
The bills principally involve granting an 
honorable discharge to men dismissed 
from the service, effecting the promotion 
of officers denied advancement by selec- 
tion boards, reversal of action placing offi- 
cers in Class B, ete. In past administra- 
tions, many of these have been enacted. 
Faced with an almost uninterrupted 
chain of vetoes of such bills, the House 
leadership is discouraging action on the 
mensures, The House Military Commit- 
tee this week adopted a rule as to private 
hills, whereby the author of every bill re- 
ferred to the Committee will be sent a 
letter asking for the submission in writ- 
ing of full facts in the case, and it is ex- 
pected that this will result in many bills 
never being considered, for the private 
bills subcommittees are not expected to 
take up measures on which reports are 
not made, and many congressmen are ex- 
pected to neglect to submit such reports 
on measures in which they are not par- 





ticularly interested. 

Jsing the plea that a presidential veto 
“lowers the prestige” of the committee, 
the chairmen of the House Military and 
Naval Committees have urged their pri- 
vate bills subcommittees to hold to the 
minimum recommendations for favorable 
action on measures referred thereto. 

No such discipline has been placed on 
the Senate, however. While no private 
bills have received any consideration in 
the House Service Committees, several 
measures have already been reported by 
the Senate Military and Naval Commit- 
tees and were passed by the Senate this 
week, 





Service Uniforms for the Army 


The following announcement was issued 
by the War Department Feb. 8: 

“The War Department is conducting a 
study of outer clothing for the Army. The 
existing service uniform is a development, 
since the War, of a dual purpose uniform. 
This has resulted in an unsatisfactory 
field uniform and one that does not meet 
all requirements for dress occassions. 

“Preliminary investigations indicated 
a strong desire to obtain a serviceable, 
comfortable, and suitable field uniform 
that would permit a soldier to perform 
best his duties under field conditions. 

“A blue dress uniform for enlisted men 
and a new field uniform are being de- 
veloped for an extended test by troops. 
Such a test requires time and the War 
Department considers that it will cover a 
period of about one year. If it results in 
the adoption of new uniforms, there will 
still be a transition period of over a year 
before the Army will be equipped. Offi- 
cers and men will be permitted to wear 
old uniforms as long as serviceable. 

“From the above it can be seen that an 
immediate change in service uniforms is 
not probable. The contemplated test will 
not be undertaken until all items to be 
listed are finally selected. 

“This information is published in order 
that officers, as well as military tailors 
and equipment houses, may understand 
the situation and appreciate the fact that 
the present service uniform will be regu- 
lation for some time to come.” 





National Defense Week 

Observance of National Defense Week, 
sponsored by the Reserve Officers’ Asso- 
ciation, was begun vesterday and will con 
tinue through Feh, 22. 

The Association with 52 departments 
and 540 chapters has enrolled the support 
of many patriotic organizations, the radio 
and press. The purpose of the observance 
is to promulgate sound information on 
National Defense, explaining the nature 
of the country’s requirements and setting 
forth the facilities now in existence, An 
other objective is to acquaint the nation 
with the part the Organized Reserve has 
in our scheme of National Defense. 

The Secretary of War, Secretary of 
Navy and Chief of Staff have unanimously 
landed the Association in its activity in 
this regard, and this year issued definite 
statements to that effect, the text of 
which follows: 

In sponsoring National Defense Week the 
Reserve Officers’ Association is taking con- 
structive action toward the preservation of 
peace, To be assured of a continuance of peace 
our country must be secure against aggres 
sion. Our army and navy exist solely for

Ordnance Co. Added to GHQ AF 


Maj. Gen. Frank M. Andrews, com- 
mander of the General Headquarters Air 
Force, announced on Feb. 9 the formation 
of a new unit in his organization. At Air 
Force headquarters at Langley Field it 
was stated that the newest reinforcement 
to the Army’s air arm would be the Tenth 
Ordnance Service Company. It will be 
commanded by the GHQ Air Force Ord- 
nance Officer, Lt. Col. Russell L. Max- 
well, OD. 

Staff officers of the Air Force stated 
that the new Ordnance Company would 
satisfy a long felt want in their organiza- 
tion, relieving Air Corps personnel for 
duties more appropriate to their branch 
of service. 

The Tenth Ordnance Service Company 
will be divided into six platoons which 
will be seattered over six air bases in 
five states. It will be composed of 167 
enlisted men and eventually eight officers. 
Ordnance officers now on duty at the six 
air bases will be given the commands of 
the Ordnance platoons in addition to their 
other duties. Base Ordnance officers at 
Langley, Barksdale and March Fields 
also have the duties of Wing Ordnance 
Officers. 

As Langley Field is the First Air Base, 
the First Platoon will be assigned to 
Langley Field with Maj. Edward A. 
Lynn, OD, in command. Similarly, the 
Second Platoon is being formed at Mitchel 
Field, N. Y.; the Third at Selfridge Field, 
Michigan; the Fourth, commanded by 
Capt. Philip Schwartz, OD, at March 
Field, Calif.: the Fifth at Hamilton Field, 
Calif.: and the Sixth at Barksdale Field, 
La., commanded by Maj. Arthur B. Cus- 
tis, OD. Until additional Ordnance offi- 
cers are assigned to the GHQ Air Force, 
Air Corps officers will serve as platoon 
commanders at Mitchel, Selfridge and 
Hamilton Fields. 

Organization of the Tenth Ordnance 
Company is now under way, several men 
having arrived at each air hase within 
the last few days. Its duties will neces- 
sarily be highly specialized. Among these 
will be to supply Ordnance materiel, such 
as bombs and machine gun ammunition, 
to combat squadrons for loading in air- 
planes, and pistols and machine guns for 
the ground defense of the six air bases. 
Repair of aircraft machine guns is in- 
cluded in the list of the Company’s duties. 

Flares for night landings and pyrotech- 
nie projectors will also be serviced and 
supplied by the new unit. 

As rapidly as appropriations permit. 
Ordnance warehouses are being built at 
air bases to facilitate the distribution of 
machine guns, bombs and emmunition to 
the units at the air bases. 





Shortage of Strategic Materials 


Legislation will be pressed in Congress 
this session to authorize the Government 
to lay in a reserve stock of strategic ma- 
terials not produced in the continental 
United States to assure an adequate sup- 
ply in any future war. 

The danger of a war-time embargo on 
materials necessary to the National De- 
fense and the industrial life of the Na- 
tion has been the subject of considerable 
discussion before the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee during hearings of the 
Sheppard-Hill industrial mobilization 
bill. Representative Faddis, Dem. of Pa., 
a member of the group, declared Feb. 9, 
following testimony of Col. Charles T. 
Harris, jr.. OD, USA, that he was going 
to demand that the Committee take up 
his bill covering the subject. 

“The War Department has in the past 
proposed and supported plans for storing 
a quantity of these strategic materials for 
use in time of war when imports might 
not be possible,” Colonel Harris stated. 
“There are 26 materials on our list of 
those which are not produced in the 
United States or are not produced in suffi- 
cient quantities and which are essential 
in time of war. Manganese is the first 
item on the list. which includes nine 
minerals. Rubber is another important 
need.” 

Questioned as to the cost of storing a 
reserve of these materials, Colonel Harris 


said that it had been estimated that $100,. 
000,000 would be required, which would 
provide a two year supply. 

“This is really a national question,” 
he added, “The actual needs of the Army 
and Navy can be taken care of by com. 
mandeering the available supply for their 
needs. It is industry that would be un- 
able to secure an adequate supply of the 
materials.” 

Studies have been underway for years 
in the matter of meeting such war-time 
shortages, Colonel Harris said. As to 
manganese—the principal need—at pres- 
ent not 10 percent of that used is pro- 
duced in the United States, he declared, 
Russia, India, the Gold Coast of Africa 
and Brazil being the chief sources of 
supply. There is considerable manganese 
in the United States, but all of it is in 
low-grade deposits, and in time of war 
probably 30 percent of the need could be 
filled by utilizing these sources, it was 
indicated. Experiments with substitutes 
for manganese in the manufacture of 
steel, Colonel Harris stated, have not 
been very successful. Steel can be made 
without it, but of a very inferior quality. 

Tin and rubber, other important ma- 
terials on the War Department’s list, are 
not originaily produced at all in the 
United States, it was stated, although 
some 40 per cent of the amount of the 
latter is made from worked over rubber, 
while the detinning industry produces 
about 30 per cent of the tin. Questioned 
about stocks left from the World War, 
Colonel Harris said the Government did 
have a supply of platinum left from the 
war, but that all other reserve stocks are 
now exhausted.

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War Profits Legislation 


General War Department endorsement 
was given to the Sheppard-Hiill industrial 
mobilization-war profit limitation bill this 
week as hearings on the measure con- 
tinued before the Senate and House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committees. 

Testifying Tuesday before the House 
Committee, Col. Charles T. Harris, jr., 
OD, USA, presented the official views of 
the War Department favoring the bill as 
a whole and suggesting a number of 
amendments to alter it in various details. 
On the other side of the Capitol, the Sen- 
ate Military Committee, Feb. 5, heard Na- 
tional Commander Harry W. Colmery and 
Legislation Representative John Thomas 
Taylor of the American Legion, which has 
sponsored the joint bill. 

Meanwhile to the flood of other bills 
which have been introduced this session 
to “take the profits out of war” there has 
been added a 204 page measure introduced 
jointly in Senate by Senators Nye, Clark, 
Bone, Vandenburg, and Pope, and in the 
House by Representative Maverick, de- 
signed to carry out the recommendations 
of the Nye Munitions Committee. 


Discussing the Sheppard-Hill bill before 
the House Committee, Colonel Harris 
called attention to a possible construc- 
tion of Section 9 of the measure, which 
imposes an excess profits tax, during war, 
under which, if held applicable, officers 
and enlisted men of the Army and Navy 
would be denied pay increases received 
during the war. This section was inserted 
to prevent companies and individuals 
whose percentage of profit is limited 
therein from gaining by the enlarged vol- 
ume of business which would otherwise 
increase the amount of profit. He sug- 
gested amendment of the bill to avoid 
this possible interpretation. 


The War Department statement, pre- 
sented by Colonel Harris, follows: 

The bill as a whole is favorably consid- 
ered by the War Department. The broad con- 
trol measures provided form the basis of the 
recently revised Industrial Mobilization Plan 
of the War and Navy Departments to launch 
an orderly procurement program of muni- 
tions and carry it promptly forward when 
an emergency is faced. In the interest of na- 
tional defense, it is considered desirable that 
a basic law delegating these controls within 
the authority of the President be enacted in 
time of peace. Such action in time of peace 
will tend to insure prompt execution in time 
of an emergency, and, moreover, will give 
war procurement planning a sound basis of 
legal authority. In this connection it may be 
stated that one of the efforts in this planning 
is to initially distribute the war production 
load to such an extent that the regular 
peace-time vocations of industry may continue 
to the extent possible under the circumstances. 
In order to provide this production distribu- 
tion, and to effect this desired result, the 
control measures carried in this bill should 
be immediately available to the President 
if and when a war emergency is at hand. 

Sections 1 and 2 of the bill contain price 
control measures. The War Department has 
heretofore proposed and indorsed war-time 
price control. The wording of Section 1 leaves 
uncertainty as to whether or not control of 
wages and salaries for personal services is 
authorized therein. In measures previously 
proposed by the War Department, there has 
been advanced the promise that all elements 
of the nation should be treated alike in war 
legislation, and it is felt that, if the control 
of prices in general is provided, the control 
of wages should be included. Any effective 
Price control must, of necessity, include all 
elements entering into cost. Therefore, it is 
Suggested that the word “service” be included 
with “article or thing” in line 7, page 1. 

The enactment of an inflexible plan of price 
control would, in the opinion of the War De- 
partment, be highly inadvisable. The pro- 
Posals in Sections 1 and 2 of the proposed 
bill are excellent in that they will permit the 
President to apply the price control struc- 
ture in successive segments or panels for 
stoups of materials or commodities rather 
than as one all-embracing imposition of a 
Price ceiling. The administration difficulties 





that would be entailed by the latter procedure 
would be insurmountable, and the price con- 
trol activity would soon become discredited 
through failure of enforcement. The flexible 
provisions provided in this bill would enable 
the problem to be met through successive 
steps as the necessity arose and the adminis- 
trative machinery had been constructed to 
make the legislation effective. 


That portion of Section 3 providing for a 
military draft of the unorganized militia in 
the discretion of the President, subject to 
such conditions, rules and exemptions as he 
may impose, is favorably considered. In the 
interest of clarity it is believed the words 
“and naval” should be added after the word 
“military” in line 12, page 2, and “or naval” 
added after the word “military” in line 13, 
page 2. 

The further provisions of Section 3, for 
needed governmental controls, through the 
President, of the material resources and in- 
dustrial organizations of the nation, form the 
foundation upon which industrial mobiliza- 
tion in time of an emergency is built. Im- 
mediate authority will then exist to set up 
and function a war-time civilian agency, 
similar to the War Industries Board, to guide 
the industrial effort of the nation in support 
of the armed forces and to protect in so far 
as possible the peace-time pursuits of the na- 
tion. Security and commodity exchanges 
should be specifically included within such 
control. Procurement planning, to date, has 
emphasized the fact that certain war ma- 
teriel production must be given initial prefer- 
ence by industry; certain raw materials and 
commodities must be nationally controlled; 
certain regulations affecting conservation and 
prevention of waste may be necessary ; trans- 
portation, power, and fuel must be super- 
vised, as well as price control and war trade, 
including exports and imports. The War De- 
partment indorses the principle that war 
should not be an excuse nor an opportunity 
for undue or excessive profits and maintains 
that the controls herein discussed, concen- 
trated in one or more agencies responsible 
directly to the President, will be of material 
assistance in limiting profit as well as in the 
coordination of the industrial effort. It may 
be further stated that this provision is not 
considered to be in conflict with Section 120 
of the National Defense Act, which permits 
the President, in time of war, or when war 
is imminent, to place conpulsory orders with 
industry for required products or material. 


Section 4, giving the President the optional 
authority to require persons engaged in in- 
dustrial management to register and to be 
brought into the service of the Government 
as civilians, is favored by the War Depart- 
ment as a compulsory adjunct to the indus- 
trial controls provided for in the preceding 
section just discussed. While it is expected 
that industry and the managements thereof 
will cooperate with the Government in any 
war effort in which the security of the nation 
may be imperiled, occasion may arise when 
the exercise of the arbitrary authority con 
ferred by this section may be necessary. 

Section 5 provides for the control of desig 
nated business activities through licenses. 
Similar control was exercised in a number of 
instances during the World War by authority 
of a series of statutes. License control is an 
administrative measure necessary to put into 
effective operation the controls provided for 
in this bill. It appears that “owners” should 
be included with “dealers, exporters,” ete. 

Section 6 provides the priority controls nec 
essary to bring the national assets to the na 
tional needs. Through priority, acting under 
the controls covered in Section 3, the needs of 
the nation will be filled in the order of essen 
tiality. Priority is one of the basic indus 
trial controls to render effective industrial 
support to the nation in time of war. 

Section 7 authorizes the President to create 
new, and to rearrange existing agencies to 
earry into effect the provisions of this Act. 
It is not deemed advisable to limit the author 
ity over existing agencies to those of strictly 
executive functions. Other agencies may be in 
existence at the time, having certain admin- 
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istrative responsibilities relating to procure- 
ment of military supplies, and for this reason 
it is recommended that, if any such do exist, 
the same authority be extended over those 
functions. It is also recommended that the 
President be given authority to suspend, dur- 
ing the period of the emergency, the whole or 
part of any law or laws of the United States 
relating to the procurement of supplies for 
the military and naval establishments when, 
in his opinion, such laws impede such pro- 
curement activities. 


No comment seems warranted as to penal 
provisions, Section 8. 


Section 9 imposes an excess profits tax to 
be effective during the period of war. The 
War Department refrains from commenting 
on this section, believing that other agencies 
of the Government are better qualified and 
have more direct responsibilities in connection 
with taxation measures, It is desired to em- 
phasize, however, that any tax measure 
adopted must not remove the incentive to pro- 
duce, and thus threaten the more vital activ- 
ity of securing the munitions required in war. 


Attention is invited to some rather peculiar 
results which might come from the operation 
of this section as now written, Assuming that 
this section applies to every person, soldiers 
as well as civilians, regardless of the amount 
of his income during the three years next 
preceding the declaration of war, then offi- 
cers and soldiers of the Regular Army pro- 
moted during the previous three years would 
receive a decrease in pay during the emer- 
gency, and officers, noncommissioned officers, 
and privates promoted to higher grades dur- 
ing the emergency would have to refund prac- 
tically all of the amount representing increase 
in pay due to such promotion. Similarly, it is 
possible that the average income of many of 
the soldiers drafted for the emergency, with 
respect to the three years next preceding the 
declaration of war, would be less than their 
soldier’s pay, thus necessitating a refund of 
part of even that small amount, and the same 
principle would apply to the pay of some 
emergency officers regardless of rank. If this 
section is not intended to apply as above in- 
dicated, it is suggested that it be amended 
so as clearly to be inapplicable. 

Following Colonel Harris’ testimony, 
former Representative Jeannette Rankin, 
representing the National Council for the 
Prevention of War, was heard. Miss Ran- 
kin urged the nationalization of the mu- 
nitions industry as the only way to limit 





war profits, terming the present bill “in- 
effectual.” 

Lt. Col. William P. Wattles, ORC, na- 
tional secretary of the Reserve Officers 
Association of the United States, Millard 
Rice, of the Veterans of Foreign War, 
and Thomas Kirby of the Disabled Amer- 
ican Veterans, appeared before the com- 
mittee on Wednesday and gave general 
approval to the Sheppard-Hill bill.

Federal Government. With that principle, 
the Committee on Naval Affairs is in ac- 
cord. 

“The circumstances in this particular 
case clearly indicate that the fire which 
resulted in the losses to the beneficiaries 
of this bill—and the damages are only 
$527 for loss of personal effects—-was due 
to a defective chimney. *** I think it is 
an undisputable fact that the losses to 
the enlisted men were due to the negli- 
gence of the Government itself, and that 
we are within the principle recognized by 
the Committee on Claims of permitting in 
certain cases of this kind the recovery of 
damages. Therefore, | hope the bill will 
pass.” 

“In view of the statement of the Sen- 
utor from Massachusetts that the loss in 
this case was the result of negligence on 
the part of the Government, | withdraw 
my objection,” said Senator Schwellen- 
bach. 

Existing law permits the reimburse- 
ment for personal property where the loss 
results from a “marine disaster.” In the 
past, it has been the practice of the Navy 
Department, as well as the War Depart- 
ment and other Government agencies, to 
present specific legislation to reimburse 
personnel for property damaged in fires 
und other disasters occurring on shore. 
While the policy of the Claims Committee, 
which the Naval Committee agrees to, 
has no legal standing, it will have the 
practical effect of limiting compensation 
to cases involving negligence on the part 
of the Government.

pay to eliminate old and incapacitated 
officers. 

“(B) Selection Out:—This plan elimi- 
nates the least fit and increases the aver- 
age efliciency of the whole body of offi- 
cers. It has the objectionable feature of 
attaching a stigma to the officers elimi- 
nated. This system was in effect from 
1899 to 1915. It was recommended by a 
Board headed by ‘Theodore Roosevelt. 
This system engendered such ill feeling 
and opposition that it was repealed in 
1915. 

“(C) Selection ny — This system has 
been in use in the Navy since 1916. The 


basic principles of this system were 
recommended by a Board headed by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. This system en- 


individuals to be advanced as 

as desired, and introduces the 
feature of competition which tends to 
promote efficiency. Advancement to the 
successive grade is made as a result of 
selection of those best fitted for promo- 
tion. Officers reach command rank while 
robust and at the height of their mental 
vigor and capacity. This system insures 
that the men at the head of the Navy 
are the best of its officers. 

“In conclusion let me state that I con- 
sider the last system, i.e., ‘Selection Up,’ 
to be the best yet devised. I think it gives, 
as a whole, general satisfaction. Of 
course, even this system is not infallible 
and unfortunately some mistakes are 
made. 

“T understand that during the past year 
the General Board of the Navy made a 
special study of the selection system for 
the purpose of suggesting changes that 
might improve the system and lessen the 
number of mistakes or errors that result 
from the decisions of the various Selec- 
tion Boards. 

“During the present session of the Con- 
xzress the subject matter will be taken up 
by the Committee on Naval Affairs and 
the Committee will be given the benefit 
of the study and reports referred to, to 
the end that if it seems desirable new 
legislation may be enacted to strengthen 
and improve the selection system in the 
Navy. 

“Let me add that retired officers are 
not lost to the naval service. Their train- 
ing, experience and years of service make 
them a group of officers of incalculable 
value who are immediately available for 
naval use in case of mobilization for 
war.” 

The suppressed General Board report 
remains a topie of interest in the daily 
newspapers. Last Sunday’s Washington 
Herald carried the following item : 

“Representative Carl D. Vinson, chair- 
man of the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, is heading for big trouble.

Delay Shipbuilding Program 


“ailure of the Navy to purchase steel 
for the construction of Naval vessels un- 
der the terms of the Walsh-Healey Act 
is causing delay in nine vessels three 
submarines and six destroyers it was 
learned this week. 

The submarines on which construction 
has not started are the Sculpin, Squalus 
and Swordfish. The former two will be 
built at the Portsmouth Navy Yard, while 
the latter will be built at Mare Island 
Navy Yard. The six destroyers affected 


by the steel shortage are the O’Brien, 
Walke, Morris, Roe, Wainwright and 


Buck—all 1,500-ton vessels. The O’Brien 
and Walke are scheduled to be built at 
Boston Navy Yard, the Morris and Wain- 
wright at Norfolk, the Roe at Charleston 
and the Buck at Philadelphia. 

To build these nine ships the Navy 
needs 25,000,000 pounds of steel. Bids 
were opened recently for the amount need- 
ed, but bids were received on only 7,000,- 
000 pounds. This amount was rejected 
because before construction on a naval 
vessel can be begun all steel must be in 
sight. The 7,000,000 pounds would be use- 
less, it is explained, as all the different 
kinds of steel needed for construction of 
these vessels were not included in the 
umount. 

Meanwhile the Navy Department is 
awaiting action by the Labor Department. 
Navy oflicials recently made application 
to the Secretary of Labor for permission 
to exempt bidders from the provisions of 
the Walsh-Healy Act which is claimed to 
be responsible for the lack of bidders. 
Hiowever, no action has been taken yet. 
John L. Lewis, C.1.0. head, does not 
want the Labor Department to give into 
steel industry’s demand for a 44-hour 
week instead of the 40-hour week as pro- 
vided for under the Walsh-Healy Act, it 
is understood. 

The Navy could not go into the open 
market as it did in the case of copper and 
purchase small quantities to get the 
amount of steel needed, it is said, because 
of the large amount needed and the fact 
that all of it must either be on hand or 
assured delivery before any construction 
can begin. 

Unless the Navy gets the steel by March 
15, thousands of men in the yards where 
the nine vessels are to be constructed will 
of necessity be layed off until construction 
of the ships can be started, it is said. 





Change USMC Selection Law 

Amendment of the Marine Corps per 
sonnel law to permit major generals of 
the Corps to serve on senior Marine 
selection boards, was approved by the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee and 
passed by the Senate this week. 

Under existing law selection boards ap 
pointed to recommend brigadier generals 
for promotion to major general in the 
Marine Corps are composed of nine rear 
ndmirals of the Line of the Navy. The 
umendment proposed by the Navy De- 
partment and reported to the Senate, Feb. 
1 by the Naval Committee, would fix 
the membership of such boards at six and 
provide that it should be composed of 
permanent major generals of the Marine 
Corps and rear admirals of the Navy. 

The Senate committee on the same day 
reported favorably to the Senate seven 
other bills proposed by the Navy Depart- 
ment. A bill authorizing retired officers 
and enlisted men of the Navy and Marine 
Corps to hold civil oflice in a Territory of 
the United States, was amended by the 
Committee to inelude the Coast Guard 
and sent to the Senate. The bill, however, 
was passed over when it came up in the 
Senate. 

The transfer of a portion of the San 
Diego Marine Corps Base to the City of 
San Diego in return for another tract 
of land is authorized under another of 
the bills. The land to be secured from the 
City is required for expansion of the 
Marine Rifle-Range, while the tract. to 
vo to San Diego will be used to enlarge

Degrees for Academy Graduates 

The House Military Committee favor- 
ably reported this week an amendment to 
the Act of May 25, 1933, authorizing the 
Military and Naval Academies to confer 
the degree of Bachelor of Science upon 
all living graduates. 

As originally passed the act permitted 
devrees to be awarded to graduates of the 
Military, Naval and Coast Guard Acad- 
emies from the date that the schools were 
placed on the approved list of the Associa- 
tion of American Universities. West Point 
was placed on the list in 1926 and the Na- 
val Academy in 1981. Graduates of classes 
prior to the date of accrediting by the 
Association will receive degrees if the 
bill becomes law. <A. similar bill has

IF THE 75TH CONGRESS is to provide properly for the National Defense it 
must include in its program corrective and beneficial action in behalf of the enlisted 
men. One most important accomplishment it can place on its record, however, is by 
refusing to reenact the provision carried currently in the Treasury-Post Office bill 
which serves to withhold from the enlisted men the allowance which the basic law 
provides shall be paid them on reenlisting. This allowance, which always has been 
considered as part of the men’s pay and which the older non-commissioned officers 
depended upon to meet family obligations, was suspended under the blanket money 
saving act of the economy era. While salary schedules have been restored and other 
provisions of the economy act repealed or allowed to die, Congress, at the behest of 
the Bureau of the Budget, has each year reenacted a provision perpetuating this in- 
come reduction on the lowest paid class of government workers. Again this year, the 
Bureau of the Budget included no provision for its payment in the estimates for the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard. There is hope, however, for knowledge 
of the injustice is being widely disseminated and several members of Congress, as well 
as other high and influential government officials, have interested themselves in 
behalf of it. Also demanding correction in the matter of some form of compensation 
for enlisted men of the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps forced out of the service be- 
cause of physical disability prior to their qualifying for retirement. At present the 
spectre of such occurrence is a factor working to the detriment of morale, particularly 
in the case of older non-commissioned oflicers and petty officers nearing retirement, 
who in the event of being declared physically unfit for further service would lose 
their retirement pay and receive only the small payments given under the pension 
laws. The War Department has devised a combination retirement-pension plan which 
is now in the hands of the Veterans Administration which, if brought to Congress, 
would form the basis for corrective legislation. For the Army the question of grades 
and ratings is particularly important, Since the War these grades and ratings, upon 
which the opportunity for advancement depends, have been based on percentages put 
into the National Defense act at a time when the Air Corps was in its infaney, when 
mechanization and motorization of the extent now existing and in prospect was un- 
heard of, when Signal and other highly technical and scientific apparatus had not 
reached its present stage. These percentages are now definitely out of line with needs. 
Nevertheless for the current year appropriations cover only 91 per cent of the number 
which that act would provide. The 1988 budget now before Congress gives a sizable 
relief, increasing the funds to provide for about 95 per cent of the figure. However, 
even 100 per cent of the old Defense Act figure would be considerably short of actual 
needs. Under recent legislation the number in the grades and ratings may be set by 
the President. Congress should supply the funds which will permit a constant in- 
crease in the figure until the point is reached where the Army can retain its trained 
and technical experts in the enlisted ranks. Always in Congress’ mind should be a 
base pay increase for all the ranks of the armed services in line with the general 
government pay increase now under consideration, 


THE FINE SPIRIT OF COOPERATION existing between the Chemical War- 
fare Service of the Army and the chemical industry and profession has been helpful 
to both the National Defense and commerce, The corps maintains constant contact 
with the industry through the office of Maj. Gen. Claude E. Brigham, chief of the 
corps, through the technical personnel at Edgewood Arsenal and through the Corps 
Area Chemical Officers and procurement district officers. On its part the profession’s 
advisory council of the American Chemical Society keeps in contact with the service. 
In this manner the Army is enabled to keep constantly abreast of civilian develop- 
ments and in turn assists the industry by supplying it with data of value, while Na- 
tional Defense constantly benefits by having an industry aware of and prepared for 
aiding in chemical defense. The Corps itself is in need of both funds and personnel. 
It is deplorable that while other nations are manufacturing gas masks and other 
chemical defense for its civilian population our Army is able to issue gas masks for 
only one soldier out of each four. General Brigham rightfully urges that funds be pro- 
vided at least sufficient to manufacture a mask for every combat soldier of the Regu- 
lar Army and National Guard. In personnel the corps has a maximum strength of 
#2 commissioned officers but normally only 78 of these are available for duty with 
their branch. To perform fully its research, school, and troop duty the corps should 
have at least 140. In installations, there is need for constructing the proposed Bush 
River Depot at Edgewood Arsenal, Md. Estimates for this project are included in 
the budget. In view of the value of this corps not only to the Army and to industry, 
but also to the Navy and to other government departments, Congress should be liberal 
with its appropriations.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Marine Corps Junior Selection Board—The recommendations of the Marine Corps 
Junior Selection Board which convened Jan. 18, 1937, to recommend Captains and 
First Lieutenants for promotion to the next higher grades, were approved this week 
and revealed severai interesting. facts. The Board picked up four captains and 
two first lieutenants. Of the 74 captains considered for the first time 61 were 
recommended for promotion for an average of $1 per cent. Of the 89 First Lieu- 
tenants considered for the first time 83 were recommended for promotion for an 
average of 92 per cent. A total of 45 of the 65 captains recommended for promotion 
had completed the Marine Corps school company oflicers’ course or junior course, 
while one had completed the Marine Corps school base defense weapons course. 
Twelve of the Captuins are designated as naval aviators. Of the 85 First Lieu- 
tenunts recommended for promotion 21 are designated as naval aviators. Forty- 
four of the First Lieutenants were graduated from the U. 8. Naval Academy, while 
33 of the Captains were graduated from the Academy. 








Command in Flood Work—The high praise given the Army for its work in the flood 
disaster by President Roosevelt in his Army Day letter doubtless represents what 
the entire nation is feeling—appreciation and thankfulness for the preesnce of and 
highcapability of the Army organization and personnel. What few probably realize 
is that tt is also a tribute to the high type of oflicers who have been selected for the 
commands. Of the commanders of the five areas involved in the flooded and 
threatened areas, four are serving their first tour of duty as corps area commanders. 
Qne of them, Brig. Gen. Charles D. Herron, USA, commanding the Sixth Corps Area, 
is the only officer of his grade serving as a corps area commander and he has had 
his star only a little more than two years. Two others, Maj. Gen. Stanley H. Ford, 
USA, of the 7th Corps Area, and Maj. Gen. Herbert J. Brees, USA, of the 8th, have 
been major generals less than a year. Another Maj. Gen. William I. Cole, USA, of 
the 5th Corps Area, was appointed only a year ago December. The other, Maj. Gen. 
George Van Horn Moseley, USA, commanding the Fourth Corps Area, has had 
nmiany years experience as a general officer, having been appointed a brigadier general 
in 1921 and a major general in 1980. 


Labor and National Defense—Several times during the House Military Committee's 
consideration of industrial mobilization legislation in the past two weeks the ques- 
tion of the control of labor during war has been raised. The Sheppard-Hill bill now 
hefore that committee and the Senate Military Committee, while giving the President 
power to draft the “management” of the industry in war, grants no such control 
over labor. In addition, while profits would be limited and a ceiling set for prices 
under the war-time set-up contemplated by the bill, there is doubt as to whether 
in its present form the Government would have the authority to fix wages during 
the war emergency. Several members of the committee, bringing out this lack of 
control over labor, have .raised the pertinent point as to whether with industry 
marshalled into service and the young men of the country drafted into the Army, 
the Government’s sole reliance against strikes should be the patriotism of labor. 
The past few months have shown how disastrous and ruinous to the strength of a 
nation widespread strikes can be, Such strikes as effectively tied up the shipping and 
automobile industries of late, are so paralyzing in time of peace that the Nation should 
take every safeguard against their occurrence in war. 


Application of Secial Security Act to Ships Service Employees—The Bureau of 
Navigation has announced thai “the Secretary of the Navy has approved the opinion 
of the Judge Advocate General in which it is stated that in view of the prior deter- 
mination by the Navy Department that ship’s service activities are instrumentalities 
af the United States, engaged in the ._performance of governmental functions pur- 
suant to the laws and regulations for the government of the Navy, this office is of the 
opinion that the words ‘an- instrumentality of the United States,’ as used in Titles 
II,. VIL, and 1X of the Social Security Act, include ship’s service activities and that, 
accordingly, the provisions of the Social Security Act are inapplicable to civilian em- 
ployees of ship’s service activities while .so employed.” 


‘ruiser Division to San Franciseo.—Crudiv. Four of the Scouting Fleet, under the 
command of Rear Adm. Harry L. Brinser, has been directed by the Commander in 
Chief to proceed to San Francisco on Feb, ¥8 as the fleet’s representative in connec 
tion with the observance of National Defense Week. Admiral Brinser will enter 
the harbor on Feb, 19 in his flagship, the Northampton, under the command of Capt. 
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Thomas A. Symington. The flag will be followed by the Minneapolis, ge ve by 
Capt. Chester H. J. Keppler, the Pensacola under the command of Capt. George H, 
Bowdey, the Salt Lake City, commanded by Capt. Dick Coffman, the Portland, com- 
manded by Capt. Willis W. Bradley, and the San Francisco under the command of 
Capt. Pete Beck. The visit of the cruisers will be concluded Feb. 23 when the ships 
will proceed to their base at Long Beach. There will be no further interruptions in 
the fleet’s gunnery exercises and maneuvers between the end of National Defense 
Week and the ceremonies incident to the dedication of the Golden Gate Bridge in 
May at the conclusion of Problem XVIII. 


Ecuadorean Naval Academy.—The Ecuadorean Naval Academy commenced its see- 
ond year Jan. 5, 1937. Comdr. J. C. Van de Carr, USN-Ret., is Director of the School 
with the rank of capitan de navio or captain, and he is assisted by Lt. Comdr. ©, B, 
Hoard, USN-Ret., who holds the rank of capitan de fragata or commander in the 
Ecuadorean Navy. A comprehensive course for the midshipmen has been arranged 
and new classes will enter the Academy every year. 

For the next six months the senior class will serve on board the Ecuadorean 
School Ship Presidente Alfaro pending the completion of the Naval Academy build- 
ings at Salinas, The Prseidente Alfaro is named in honor of the last President Eloy 
Alfaro, well known Chief Executive of Ecuador. 

Reports indicate that the services of Commander Van de Carr and Lieutenant 
Commander Hoard have been highly satisfactory to the Ecuadorean Government. 


Army Chaplains in Flood Area—Chaplains in the flood area are rendering most 
interesting reports concerning emergency services, Chaplains Elder and Wennermark, 
headquarters Fort Knox, Ky., have been ministering to some 1,200 homeless persons, 
The Fort Knox Chaplains’ Auxiliary, under the leadership of Mrs. Daniel Van 
Voorhis, wife of the Commanding General, has been rendering outstanding service, 
distributing clothing, reading matter and doing general welfare work. Chaplain 
Bermingham at Cairo, IL, has been on duty day and night. He reports 800 enrollees, 
13 officers and 40 members of technical staffs on duty there. He says the morale 
is excellent. Chaplain Averitt of Louisville, states that a large card is already out 
as follows: “By courage, By Faith, By working together will we build a greater 
Louisville.”

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American Naval Forces in Europe—Late news from the ships of Squadron 20, in 
Mediterranean waters under the command of Rear Adm. Arthur P. Fairfield, flying his 
flag in the Raleigh, has indicated that the Nationalist forces have increased their 
land and naval forces along the southern coast ef Spain. Having already captured 
the port of Malaga, the offensive will shortly be taken against the port of Valencia 
which is now the “capital” of the Loyalist government and the seat of the American 
embassy, under Chargé D’Affaires Eric Wunderlin. Admiral Fairfield’s flagship has 
made a number of visits to Valencia to take out refugees for passage to Marsilles. It 
is expected that Valencia will not to able to resist the attacks of the Nationalists who 
have been supplied with naval vessels and naval seaplanes. These, it is thought, will 
shortly begin a sea and aerial bombardment of the port which is not prepared to 
make an effective defense. After Valencia has fallen, the Nationalists will move 
eastward to the important port of Barcelona. When this has been captured, it is be- 
lieved that the backbone of the resistance from the loyalists will have been broken. 
When and if this eventuates, the American naval ships may be withdrawn, though no 
plans are known to have been made in this direction. Meanwhile, the Raleigh is ex- 
pected to continue to be based as heretofore, at Villefranche, unless the entire aspect 
of the Spanish nationalists strategy is unexpectedly changed. It has been known for 
months that the nationalists planned to capture all the seaports on the southern coast 
and thus shut off all war and other supplies that have been entering Spain for loyalist 
use in ships of neutral and sympathetic nations. If the stay of our naval vessels in 
the Mediterranean should be prolonged, it will be necessary for the Nayy Department 
to arrange for reliefs for oflicers and men in the squadron whose tours of sea duty 
are to expire within the next few months. 


Coast Guard Academy Professors—The President is authorized to appoint, not to 
exceed five, professors of the U. S. Coast Guard as heads of the departments of in- 
struction at the Coast Guard Academy, under the terms of bills introduced in the 
House and Senate this week. A professor in the Coast Guard shall be a commissioned 
officer with rank not above that of commander, the bills state. In addition the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury is authorized to appoint in the Coast Guard, subject to civil- 
service laws and regulations, not to exceed three civilian instructors. Professors in 
the Coast Guard shall have the same retirement privileges as other commissioned offi- 
cers of the Coast Guard. However, retirement for disability in line of duty shall 


not apply to professors having less than 15 years’ service in the Coast Guard, the | 


bill states. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is also authorized to appoint an advisory com- 
mittee of the Coast Guard Academy, to consist of not more than five persons, who 
shall visit the Academy at least once a year. In addition to the advisory board a 
Board of Visitors will be appointed in January each year, to consist of two Senators 
and three Representatives, appointed by the chairmen of the committees of the Senate 
and Llouse pertaining to the Coast Guard Academy. The bills were sent to Congress 
by Coast Guard headquarters and introduced by Senator Copeland and Representa- 
tive Bland. 


Eligibility Lists—Considerable daily paper publicity followed publication of an 
article by Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood, USA-Ret., in the current issues of the /nfantry 
Journal and the Coast Artillery Journal, The article, entitled “A Bas Eligibility,” 
deprecates the présent general staff eligible list and the eligible list for the selection of 
general officers. Hlowever, while casting aspersion on the eligible lists the General 
concludes his article by saying: “It is all right to have a preferred list. It is essential 
to have men slated in advance for high command in war. It is of prime importance 
that we should develop in time of peace a system of selection that we could use in 
time of war. But we should not have a fast-running stream of eligibility which 
carries down the great mass of mediocrity and leaves behind in the eddies some 
of the best men in the Army.” 

Officers in Washington point out that General Hlagood in striving to show the 
futility of eligible lists in peace continually points to the splendid oflicers who 
reached the peaks in the Civil War and the World War. What he fails to say, they 
assert, is that in War, performance under stress is the natural selector and the 
best man can be brought to the top because his superiority becomes evident, while 
in peace there is no such method available and education and eligible lists are 
devised as the next best method. No one contends, they assert, that war oflicers would 
he limited to graduates of certain schools or to officers carried on certain lists. As 
to the operation of the eligible lists for the selection of general oflicers, they point 
to the high calibre of men elevated under the system and how it operates to reduce 
favoritism. In criticising the operation of the General Staff eligible list and the 
method of compiling that list, General Hagood is considered to be on safer ground, 
for that system is undergoing intensive study in the War Department with a view 
to perfecting its eflicient operation and to reducing the damage to the morale of those 
unable to get on it. General Hagood, Washington critics point out, offers no solution 
for the problem. 


Vicksburg Relic Discovered—Through the courtesy of Mrs. Arthur Scofield, of Kast 
Rochester, N. Y., the War Department has come into possession of a most interesting 
and historical newspaper. It was a copy of the Vicksburg Citizen printed on wall 
paper (newsprint probably not being available), dated July 2, 1863, two days before 
the fall of that city before General Grant's army. Apparently the issue had been set 
In type but not printed and the type form found by some union soldier who was also 
‘printer. The union printer added one note and then printed the issue. 

One article stated “On Dit.—That the great Ulysses—the Yankee Generalissimo, 
surnamed Grant—has expressed his intention of dining in Vicksburg on Saturday 
next, and celebrating the fourth of July by a grand dinner, and so forth. When asked 
if he would invite Gen, Jo Johnson to join him he said, ‘No, for fear there would be 
4 Tow at the table.’ Ulysses must get into the city before he dines in it. The way 
to cook a rabbit is ‘first to catch the rabbit.’ ” 

At the bottom of the last column was an item marked “Note. July 4, 1863. Two 
lays bring about great changes. The banner of the Union floats over Vicksburg. 
General Grant has ‘caught the rabbit.’ he has dined in Vicksburg, and he did bring 
his dinner with him. The ‘Citizen’ lives to see it. For the last time it appears on 
‘wall paper.’ No more will it imagine the luxury of mule meat and fricasse kitten 
urge southern warriors to such chit never more. This is the last wall paper edition, 
and is, excepting this note, from the types as we found them. It will be valuable 
hereafter as a curiosity.” 

The Adjutant General turned the paper over to the Library of Congress for 
preservation. 


Retirement of USMC Captains—The Secretary of the Navy in Court Martial Order 
No. 10 held that captains of the Marine Corps retired in 1921 and 1982 in the rank 
“of major, because of physical disqualification for promotion by seniority, as pro- 
vided by laws then in force, are entitled to further advancement to the rank of 
lieutenant colonel under provisions of an Act of Jan. 16, 1936. The Act provides for 
the advancement in rank without increase in pay of officers retired for physical 
‘disability who have been commended for their performance of duty in actual combat 
with the enemy during the World War by the head of the executive department 
‘der whose jnrisdiction such duty was performed.

CWS Change Approved 

Change of the name of the Chemical 
Warfare Service to “Chemical Service” 
was approved by the Senate Military 
Committee and passed by the senate this 
week. 

The Committee reported to the Senate 
a bill to bring about the change, one of 
six measures sponsored by the War De- 
partment on which action was taken. The 
change is sought, according to the War 
Department, because the present name is 
“redundant, not in keeping with the titles 
of other arms and services and has a 
tendency to create a false impression as 
to the primary function of this service.” 

Also reported by the committee was a 
bill to authorize chiefs of branches of the 
Army to procure property, without ad- 
vertising, when in the opinion of the 
Secretary of War secrecy is to the best 
interests of National Defense. The Sig- 
nal Corps, Ordnance Department and 
Chemical Warfare Service already have 
such authority, but it is denied to other 
supply branches. At the present, it was 
said, the Air Corps urgently needs to 
purchase in quantity certain special air- 
craft instruments, the characteristics of 
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which should remain secret. The Dill 
passed the senate. 

Other War Department bills reported 
to and passed by the senate were: 

A measure increasing the extra com- 
pensation paid to enlisted men of the 
Army acting as shorthand reporters at 
Army courts and boards from five to ten 
cents a hundred words. 

An amendment to Article of War 50% 
to permit the Secretary of War to finally 
pass on certain types of court-martial 
cases, and an amendment to Article of 
War 70 to permit a preliminary investiga- 
tion to be waived where a summary or 
special court-martial is to be held. 

A bill to relieve the War Department 
from furnishing ammunition without pay- 
ment to other Departments of the Govern- 
ment and from the cost of repairing 
weapons issued to other Departments. 

A bill permitting the sale of certain 
surplus War Department real property, 
consisting of lots in cemeteries. 

A bill repealing the Act of March 3, 
1933, requiring the War Department to 
transfer deteriorated and unserviceable 
powder to the Department of Agriculture 
was reported to but not passed by the 
senate, 





Assignment of Army Generals 

Maj. Gen. Henry W. Butner, now at 
Walter Reed General Hospital, has been 
relieved of the command of the Panama 
Department and assigned to duty with the 
Army group in Washington, D. C. 

Maj. Gen. David L. Stone, now in com- 
mand of the Third Division, Ft. Lewis, 
Wash., will succeed General Butler in 
command of the Panama Department. 
He will sail for Panama from San Fran- 
cisco on April 8. 

Brig. Gen. Alfred T. Smith, now in the 
Philippines will succeed General Stone in 
command of the Third Division at Ft. 
Lewis. General Smith previously had 
been under orders to command the Third 
Brigade at Ft. Sam Houston, Tex. 





American Battle Monuments 
Commission 

The Independent Offices Supply bill as 
passed by the House provides an appro- 
priation of $138,673 for the important 
work carried on by the American Battle 
Monuments Commission in providing na- 
tional cemeteries, chapels and monuments 
for our World War dead in Europe. 

General John J. Pershing, General of 
the Armies of the United States, is 
Chairman of the Commission carrying on 
this good work. In a letter to the House 
Subcommittee on Appropriations outlin- 
ing the work of the Commission he said 
that the dedication exercises for the 


chapels and other memorials erected by 


the Commission would be held in July, 
19387. The erection of a number of road 
signs showing directions to the American 
cemeteries and memorials in Europe 
would be completed during the present 
fiscal year, he said. 

The erection of a memorial chapel in 
each of the eight American cemeteries 
and the construction of service buildings, 
caretakers’ houses and masonry walls at 
the cemeteries where needed, has been 
completed by the Commission. Likewise 
the installation of improved landscape de- 
signs in each of the cemeteries has been 
completed as has the erection of 11 
memorials at the following places outside 
the cemeteries: Montfaucon, Montsec, 
near Chateau-Thierry, Brest, Tours, near 
Bellicourt, and on Blanc Mont Ridge (in 
the Champagne region), France: Auden- 
arde and near Ypres, Belgium, Cantigny, 
France; and Gibraltar, Gibraltar. Two 
bronze memorial tablets, one at Chan- 
mont, France, and the other at Souilly, 
France, have been placed to mark the 
headquarters of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces and the American First 
Army during the World War, respectively. 

A Guide to the American Battle Fields 
in Furone, a book originally published 
by the Commission in 1927, is being re- 
vised and will be published sometime this 
Spring, General Pershing said in his let- 
ter. Also short history and description 
of each American cemetery in Burope, 
containing a list of the name, rank, or- 
ganization, etc.. of men buried in the 
cemetery and whose names are inscribed 
in the chapel as among the missing is 
expected to he published in the early 





Spring. 

A special report covering the Commis- 
sion’s work will be published shortly after 
the close of the current fiscal year, Gen- 
eral Pershing said.

Sale of Alcoholic Beverages 

With regard to the sale of alcoholic 
beverages by the Officers’ Club at Great 
Lakes, Ill., the Secretary of Navy in 
Court Martial Order No. 11, held: 

“The club is not required to obtain 
either a Federal license or a State license. 
Also the club may import alcoholic bev- 
erages from without the State of Illinois 
without being subject to any State taxes. 
As the club is a Federal instrumentality, 
purchase from dealers in Tllinois should 
not be made with the State tax added to 
the purchase price.”

The Army Warrant Officers’ eligible 
list was in the hands of The Adjutant 
General this week and was expected to 
be sent to the General Staff for final ap- 
proval today or early next week. It is 
considered highly probable that the list 
will be made public sometime the latter 
part of next week, if it meets with the 
General Staff's approval. 


NRA Directors Meet 

A most interesting meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the National Rifle 
Association was held Feb. 5 in Washing- 
ton, D. C., concluding with an enjoyable 
dinner that evening. 

The directors adopted a resolution urg- 
ing enactment by Congress of the Cope- 
land bill to regulate commerce in firearms 
and the Ashurst bill to provide for the 
confiscation of firearms used by anyone 
convicted of a felony by a Federal court. 

Maj. Gen. Milton A. Reckord, com- 
manding general of the 28th Division, was 
toastmaster at the dinner. Among the 
speakers were Secretary of War Wood- 
ring, General Malin Craig, Chief of Staff 
of the Army; Maj. Gen. Thomas Hol- 
comb, major general commandant of the 











Marine Corps; Rear Adm. Russell R. 
Waesche, commandant of the Coast | 


Guard, and Dr. Thomas Healy, of the 
Georgetown School of Foreign Service. 

Passage of the Copeland bill endorsed 
by the association would give federal ay- 
thorities an additional weapon to use ip 
their war on large scale criminal actiyi- 
ties by making the interstate shipment of 
firearms either by or to underworld 
characters a federal offense. It would not 
apply to the legitimate shipment of fire- 
arms in the ordinary course of business, 

In commenting on the bill C. B. Lister, 
secretary-treasurer of the association, 
pointed out that it “strikes directly at the 
criminal use of firearms instead of in- 
directly through the honest citizen’s pos- 
session of a gun and it places in the hands 
of the federal bureau of investigation 
another weapon against the interstate 
criminal.” He compared it with the sug- 
gestion of Attorney General Cummings to 
require the registration of all firearms 
with the federal government and he stated 
that the Copeland measure would be the 
more effective aid to the apprehension of 
criminals. 





President Discusses Navy 

Representative Vinson, Chairman of 
the House Naval Committee, and Repre- 
sentative Umstead, Chairman of the sub- 
committee on Naval Appropriations, 
called on President Roosevelt, Feb. 6. 
While refusing to discuss their visit, they 
admitted it concerned the Navy. Mr. Vin- 
son denied that personnel legislation was 
discussed. 


Fleet Auto Parking Problem 

Due to imperfect administration of, 
and inadequate parking facilities for the 
automobiles of officers and enlisted men 
attached to the ships of the fleet at Long 
Beach and San Pedro, Admiral Arthur J. 
Hepburn has designated the Commander 
Base Force, Rear Adm. Wat T. Cluverius, 
to devise an improved parking system at 
the parking lots at the Navy Fleet Land- 
ings at the fleet bases and to design wind- 
shield stickers for the identification of 
the cars of flag officers, commanding offi- 
cers of ships, chiefs of staff to flag offi- 
cers, commissioned officers, and enlisted 
men. 

The Problem has been made more diff- 
cult of solution on account of the rapidly 
increasing number of cars in the posses- 
sion of the officers and men attached to 
the fleet. Many of the junior officers and 
large numbers of the married men in the 
fleet are required to live at distances from 
the fleet boat landings because of the high 
house rents, prevailing in localities with- 
in walking distance. These conditions 
have made it mandatory that this class of 
personnel provide themselves with auto 
mobile transportation, thus adding to the 
existing congestion at the parking areas 
aut the boat landings. 

Persuant to the instructions, Admiral 
Cluverius has caused to be designed, 
windshield stickers of white paper for 
the cars of flag officers, corresponding to 
the white painted areas in the parking 
lots that have been reserved for the cars 
of flog officers. A salmon colored sticker 
has been reserved for the cars of com- 
manding officers and chiefs of staff and 
the area for their cars has been painted 
to correspond. The stickers for other 
commissioned officers is gold and those 
for enlisted men is blue. Now that the 
administration of the parking areas for 
fleet personnel has been placed under 
Admiral Cluverius, it is expected that 4 
systematic solution of the fleet parking 
problem will be arrived at, insofar 48 
available space may be allotted to those 
whose rank entitles them to the privilege. 


Bill to Aid Dismissed Officer 

Representative Merritt, D of N. Y., has 
introduced a bill in the House providing: 

“That in the administration of any laws 
conferring rights, privileges, and benefits 
upon honorably discharged soldiers Capt. 
Ralph E. Fleischer, who was a member of 
the Quartermaster Corps, United States Army, 
shall hereafter be held and considered to have 
been honorably discharged from the military 
service of the United States as a member of 
that organization.” 

Captain Fleischer was dismissed from 
the Army last month on a sentence by @ 
general court-martial. The bill would 
change his discharge from dishonorable 
to honorable and give him certain rights 
to hospitalization and pension.

AN EDITORIAL 

When the history of our times comes to 
be written in its true perspective the 
figure of Elihu Root will stand out as one 
of the great statesmen the Nation has 
produced. It is not for us to speak of his 
achievements in the realm of foreign rela- 
tions or in the chamber of the Senate, 
important as they were. It is, however, 
our province to discuss the service he 
rendered his country while occupying 
the office of Secretary of War. He came 
to Washington at the solicitation of 
President McKinley to straighten out the 
chaos in which the Spanish War involved 
the Army. Through no fault of his prede- 
cessor, Secretary Alger, but because of 
the antiquated system which had been in 
force from the Civil War, scandals of 
waste and inefficiency, with the resulting 
afflictions of disease and death, besmeared 
almost the entire period of operations not 
only in Cuba and the Philippines, but in 
the United States as well. Applying the 
powers of his superb mind to the task he 
was called upon to perform, Secretary 
Root brought the reins of administration 
into his own hand, developed an organiza- 
tion which functioned in orderly fashion, 
and, besides vigorously prosecuting the 
Philippine insurrection to its end of 
peace, created a system of colonial admin- 
istration which worked beneficently not 
only for the people who had been brought 
ander our Flag, but for the United States 
as well. Merely doing his job and doing it 
well were not, however, sufficient for this 
energetic and far-seeing mind. He real- 
ized the pathetic weakness of the Army 
to handle another war, attributing it 
correctly to the Bureau and the Volunteer 
system which had proved a terrible fiasco 
under Secretary Alger. With the assis- 
tance of a few devoted officers, among 
them Lt. Col. William C. Carter, and in 
the face of bureaucratic opposition, he es- 
tablished the General Staff and the War 
College ; and it was due largely to this ac- 
tion that the United States was able to 
play the important role it did in the 
World War. The Army will remember 
Elihu Root because he set it on the road 
of modernized efficiency, and provided 
machinery to enable proper national de- 
fense. The country will remember him as 
a patriot who gave all the fine mental 
powers with which he was endowed to 
its development along the lines laid down 
by the Fathers. And his friends will re- 
member him as a kindly, thoughtful, gen- 
erous man, Whose hand was ever extended 
in helpfulness to the deserving and the 
needy. 

Elihu Root became Secretary of War in 
1899 when the country was still suffering 
from the stings of the investigations that 
followed the conduct of the Spanish- 
American War. He had not been in office 
long when he saw the need for some co- 
ordination between the bureau chiefs and 
for a stimulation and extension of the 
Army’s school system. 

The new Secretary became a student of 
military affairs and of War Department 
administration. The reports of Brig. Gen. 
Emory Upton on the Armies of Europe 
and Asia came to his notice and he read 
them closely. Then the Secretary heard 
of Upton’s masterful work “The Military 
Policy of the United States,” which, 
though then a quarter of a century old 
and its author dead for nearly 20 years, 
Was still unpublished. After a search Mr. 

t found Upton’s manuscript had been 
Preserved by Col. Henry A. Dupont of 
Delaware. He obtained it and had it 
Printed for the benefit of all military 
students, . 

One of Mr. Root’s first moves was the 
extension of the system of education at

tion of the War College. This board, 
composed of Brig. Gen. William Ludlow, 
Col. Henry C. Hasbrouck and Lt. Col. 
William H. Carter, and later with the in- 
clusion of Lt. Col. Joseph P. Sanger, made 
an intensive study and concluded by rec- 
ommending the establishment of a Gen- 
eral Staff. Root promptly approved the 
recommendation and urged Congress to 
enact the necessary legislation. 

In testifying before the Congressional 
Committee considering the proposal, Sec- 
retary Root said: “Such a body of men 
doing General Staff duty is just as neces- 
sary to prepare an Army properly for war 
in time of peace as it is in time of war. 
It is not an executive body; it is not an 
administrative body ; it acts only through 
the authority of others. It makes intelli- 
gent command possible by procuring and 
arranging information and working out 
plans in detail, and it makes intelligent 
and effective execution of commands pos- 
sible by keeping all the separate agents 
advised of the parts they are to play in 
the general scheme.” 

The brilliant espousal of the proposal 
by Mr. Root culminated in its enactment 
on February 14, 1903. Immediately the 
Department convened a board of General 
officers and the selection of the first gen- 
eral staff followed. The officers selected, 
although juniors at the time, will long be 
remembered in America’s history: Major 
Goethals, Captain Pershing, Captain 
March, and Captain Dickman! 

Another contribution of a most lasting 
and valuable character was Mr. Root’s 
support and aid in the movement to es- 
tablish the Joint Army and Navy Board 
to secure more efficient cooperation be- 
tween the two services. 

The National Guard also owes a debt of 
gratitude to Mr. Root’s genius for organ- 
ization and administration, for it was 
Mr. Root who worked so hard to place on 
the statute books the Act which charged 
the regular Army with the duty of apply- 
ing their military skill and experience to 
the preparation of the militia and volun- 
teer forces which would be associated 
with them in war. Under him maneuvers 
were conducted at Ft. Riley, Kans., and 
West Point, Ky., where large bodies of 
state troops were placed in association 
with Regulars for training under condi- 
tions of simulated warfare. Also Mr. Root 
took the steps necessary to send student 
militia officers to the general and special 
service schools. 

Rifle practice also received great im- 
petus under Secretary Root for it was he 
who recommended “that an appropriation 
be made to pay the necessary expenses of 
the Board for the Promotion of Rifle Prac- 
tice, that the statute be amended so as to 
include the Navy and Marine Corps, and 
that an additional sum be appropriated 
for the promotion of rifle practice by the 
formation of rifle clubs and contests to 
which citizens generally shall be ad- 
mitted.” 

He concluded his last report as Secre- 
tary of War by praising the character of 
service personnel: “I do not think any 
government ever had a body of public 
servants presenting a better standard of 
personal character, a higher average of 
competency, or a more completely control- 
ling sense of public duty. A country is 
fortunate which has such officers to rely 
upon in time of need.” 

In his reforms and reorganization of 
the Army Mr. Root made lasting contribu- 
tions to the service which were reflected 
in the World War. However, under his 
administration he also produced imme- 
diate results in efficiency. He prosecuted 
vigorously the work of the Army in the 
Philippines, he ably carried forward the 
service's task in Cuba and Puerto Rico, 
and settled international questions which 
have had a determining influence upon 
the policy of the country. 

When Mr. Root’s appointment to be 
Secretary of War was announced, the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL said editorially : 
“We have known Mr. Root for many 
years; we are sure that he brings to the 
discharge of his new duties zeal, intelli- 
gence, calm judgment, and the spirit of 
patriotic devotion to the best interests of 
the country which will bring him in touch 
with the Service whose confidence he will 
gain more and more as they learn his 
quality by actual experience.” 


The high state to which Mr. Root 





brought the War Department may be seen 
from the following editorial comment in 
the Army AND Navy JOURNAL at the con- 
clusion of Mr. Root’s service as secretary : 
“Under helpful military laws our military 
institutions are advancing to higher 
standards of character and efficiency. The 
Army enjoys a larger place in public con- 
fidence than ever before, and its value as 
a conservator of peace is gaining a wider 
recognition. A broad-gauge sysit-m of mili- 
tary instruction has been instituted 
which, by extending its benefits to the 
citizen soldiery of the country, is destined 
to bring the people into a hitherto un- 
known state of preparedness for the du- 
ties of national defense. What is needed 
is not additional laws affecting the organ- 
ization of the Army, but diligent, large 
minded efforts to derive the utmost possi- 
ble benefit from the laws we already 
have.” 

Mr. Root’s achievements as Secretary 
of War have been recognized by all mili- 
tary leaders since. 

“In my judgment,” said Newton D. 


Baker, Secretary of War in the Wilson 
cabinet, “he did more for the Army and 
national defense of the country than any 
other man who ever occupied that office 
(Secretary of War).” 

Gen. John J. Pershing, in a eulogy de- 
livered 10 years ago, credited Elihu Root 
with making it possible for the United 
States Army “to do its part in the great- 
est war in history.” 

He referred to Root’s achievements in 
founding the Army War College and cre- 
ating the Army general staff when he 
was Secretary of War under President 
McKinley. 

“The Spanish-American War had found 
us wanting in plan and lacking in prepa- 
ration,” said Pershing. “It did not take 
Mr. Root long to decide that then was the 
time to remedy our defects, if we were to 
avert complete disaster in a greater 
crisis. 

“He pointed out we had been living un- 
der an obsolete milita law more than a 
century old, which every President down

MEMORIALS at ARLINGTON 
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Foreign-Trade Zone Opens 

The foreign-trade zone at Stapleton, 
Staten Island, N. Y., under the terms of 
the grant to the City of New York, was 
open for business, Feb. 1, 1937. 

The zone, as defined by the grant, com- 
prises an area of approximately 78 acres 
with four double deck and one open pier. 
These piers are equipped with electric 
gantry cranes and necessary spur tracks 
for rail connections. 

This foreign-trade zone is the first to 
be opened under the Act, approved June 
18, 1934, which provides for the “estab- 
lishment, operation and maintenance of 
foreign-trade zones in ports of entry of 
the United States, to expedite and en- 
courage foreign commerce:® Members’ of 
the Board created to administer the Act 
were the Secretary of Commerce, the Sec- 
retary of Treasury and the Secretary of 
War. 

The Act under which this zone is es- 
tablished defines it as an isolated, en- 
closed, and policed area, in or adjacent 
to a port of entry, without resident popu- 
lation, except the necessary administra- 
tive personnel. The zone will be operated 
as a public utility under Federal super- 
vision, and commodities will be free from 
the usual Customs regulations. 

The purpose of a foreign-trade zone is 
to foster the dealing in foreign goods 
which are received, not for domestic con- 
sumption, but for reshipment to foreign 
markets and for manipulation, and in- 
cluding combining with domestic mer- 
chandise previous to exportation. It is 
the belief of those interested in the de- 
velopment of foreign-trade zones in this 
country that they will eliminate cumber- 
some restrictions necessarily imposed on 
goods under Customs supervision. Par- 
ticular advantages are expected to accrue 
to ports of strategic location, sustaining 
world-wide shipping connections. 

Transhipment business has been an im- 
portant factor in the development of 
some of the world’s leading ports and 
should prove a great asset to New York, 
it is felt. 

The customs barrier and flood lighting 
necessary for the protection of the zone 
was completed several weeks ago.

Financial Digest 


The condition statement of weekly re- 
porting member banks in 101 leading 
cities on February 3 shows decreases for 
the week of $48,000,000 in total loans and 
investments and $37,000,000 in demand 
deposits-adjusted, an increase of $25,000,- 
000 in time deposits, and decreases of 
$50,000,000 in Government deposits, $41, 
000,000 in deposits credited to domestic 
banks and $25,000,000 in reserve balances 
with Federal Reserve banks. 


Loans to brokers and dealers in New 
York City declined $23,000,000, loans to 
brokers and dealers outside New York 
increased $9,000,000, and loans on securi- 
ties to others (except banks) increased 
$9,000,000 in the New York district and 
$10,000,000 at all reporting member banks, 
Holdings of acceptances and commercial 
paper bought increased $1,000,000, real 
estate loans declined $1,000,000, and 
“Other loans” increased $2,000,000. 


Holdings of United States Government 
direct obligations declined $29,000,000 in 
the New York district, $9,000,000 in the 
Cleveland district, $8,000,000 each in the 
Richmond and Atlanta districts and $63,- 
000,000 at all reporting member banks. 
Holdings of obligations fully guaranteed 
by the United States Government in- 
creased $2,000,000. Holdings of “Other 
securities” increased $11,000,000 in the 
New York district and $15,000,000 at all 
reporting member banks. 


Demand deposits-adjusted increased 
$19,000,000 in the Boston district, and 
declined $26,000,000 in the Chicago dis- 
trict and $37,000,000 at all reporting mem- 
ber banks. Time deposits increased $16,- 
000,000 in the New York district, $7,- 
000,000 in the Cleveland district and $25,- 
000,000 at all reporting member banks. 
Government deposits declined in all dis- 
tricts, the aggregate reduction being 
$50,000,000. Deposits credited to domes 
tic banks declined $35,000,000 in the New 
York district, $14,000,000 in the San 
Francisco district, $10,000,000 in the Bos- 
ton district and $41,000,000 at all report- 
ing member banks.

Expenditure of $2,860,150 during April, 
May and June of this year for new pas 
senger automobiles, trucks, ambulances, 
and tractors for the Civilian Conserva 
tion Corps is provided in the First De 
ficiency Appropriation Bill passed by the 
louse. 

Testimony before 
priation Committee revealed that) ad 
ministrative officials plan to replace a 
large number of the CCC’s motor vehicles 
from the $95,000,000 lump appropriation 
for that agency in the deficiency measure, 
With the procurement of the new 
vehicles, the total spent during the cur 
rent year for such motor equipment will 
total, S4,030.514, it was revealed. 

Of the money to be spent this Spring, 
the largest part is for trucks and pas 
senger cars, 1350 trucks to be purchased 
for Department of Agriculture work 
projects at a cost of $1,825,000, 119 auto 
mobiles to be procured at a cost of S65, 
10 for administrative duties, together 
with a larger sum S$326,250--for both 
passenger cars and trucks for use on In 
terior Department Righty ambu 
lances are to be bought at a cost of SSS, 
O00. 

Administrative officials charged with 
operating the CCC told the committee 
that they expected to have to pay higher 
prices for the new automobiles and most 
other equipment. 

“We are not going to get any more 
automobiles or any other equipment for 
the price at which we have been able to 
buy it up to this time,” Director Fechner 
said. 

“General Tyner (Brig. Gen. George I 
Tyner, USA) informs me that in the bids 
under clothing, the price of uniform cloth 
has advanced $1.35 per yard, and the 
price of cotton shirting that we will have 
to purchase for the coming summer has 
advanced 12 cents per yard. And that is 
typical of everything, with the possible 
exception of food.” 

“Woolen textiles have gone up 150 per 
cent on our last bids for such cloth as we 
use to make trousers and shirts for the 
Civilian Conservation Corps” said Maj.
